Can’t  We  Forego  Superficialities? 


It’s  that  time  again — spring  studentbody 
elections.  And  interest  in  the  upcoming  elec- 
tion seems  to  be  at  a newj  mature  high. 

For  the  past  several  years  Brigham  Young 
University  seems  more  and  more  to  be  agree- 
ing with  Noah  Webster’s  definition  of  an  of- 
ficer or  leader:  “One  who  leads.”  And  to  lead: 
“One  who  plays  the  most  important  role.” 

This  is  the  person  we  want  then,  the  person 
with  leadership  initiative  and  ability. 

If  this  holds  true  in  electing  a contingent 
of  studentbody  officers  is  there  any  reason 
why  this  does  not  apply  in  other  areas  as  well? 
THE  REAL  TEST 

Are  not  queens  or  preferred  men  or  athletes 
who  receive  awards,  or  anyone  winning  any- 
thing— in  a very  real  sense — also  being  chosen 
as  leaders? 

Certainly  they  are  if  we  are  to  think  of 
them  as  guiding  us  ...  or  representing  the 
school’s  best. 

And  the  most  maligned  area  seems  to  be 
with  the  queen,  preferred  man  department. 

It  is  time  it  came  of  age  as  the  student  elec- 
tions are  doing.  As  Universe  News  Editor 
Jeddy  LeVar  mentioned  in  Wednesday’s  edi- 
torial, something  ought  to  be  done  about  the 
special  recognition  situation. 

We  propose  the  following: 

1.  Keep  queen  and  “King”  contests — for 
they  have  a rightful  place  with  us  in  adding 
zest  to  the  occasion. 


HOWEVER: 

2.  Do  away  with  the  “skin-deep”  beauty 
pageants  and  find  the  student  who  has  de- 
veloped musical,  dramatic  or  even  cake-baking 
talents  as  included  in  the  commendable  “Belle 
of  the  Y”  Contest.  Here  beauty  certainly  won’t 
hinder  a girl  any  more  than  it  hindered  Mrs. 
Charlotte  Sheffield  Maxfield.  But  at  least  it 
will  insure  that  our  representative  queen  has 
some  of  the  latter’s  inner  beauty  and  charm. 

3.  Set  up  standards  or  goals  which  can  be 
attained  by  any  person  with  initiative  to  grow 
spiritually,  culturally,  and  mentally.  MAKE 
THESE,  not  physical  growth  (!)  the  guides  for 
future*  judging. 

4.  With  the  king  contest,  similar  standards 
of  judging  could  be  introduced  which  would 
allow  those  without  curly  hair,  pink  Cadillac 
convertible,  oft-publicized  name,  etc.  a chance 
to  shoot  for  the  top  spot. 

LOOK  FOR  CHARACTER 

In  other  words  let’s  elect  our  queens  and 
kings  so  that  we  are  proud  of  their  accom- 
plishments, proud  of  them  when  they  open 
their  mouths  . . . showing,  we  hope,  the  ideals 
in  Mormon  philosophy  of  clean  living,  unselfish 
service,  humility.  In  short  someone  who  we 
feel  is  enough  of  a leader  that  we  would  want 
to  follow  their  example  and  their  life. 

No.  We  don’t  feel  that  the  BYU  Senate 
must  do  away  with  queens,  kings,  awards  to 
athletes,  or  student  body  offices.  But:  let’s 
make  it  a test  of  the  best. 


Reorganize  Penal  Philosophy.  . . 

Prisons’  Duty  Is  To  Rehabilitate 


Recent  news  articles  concerning  the  Utah 
State  Prison  at  the  JPoint  of  the  Mountain, 
bring  to  mind  the  question  of  just  what  is  the 
proper  .means  of  rehabilitating  those  persons 
who  break  the  law_and  are  caught  . . Whether 
it  be  in  Utah  or  any  other  society  throughout 
the  world. 

True,  it  would  seem  logical  that  they  should 
not  just  be  released  into  society  to  repeat 
their  acts.  But  it  seems  that  there  could  be  a 
better  way  of  taking  care  of  persons  who  break 
the  law  than  the  present  penal  system  now  em- 
ployed in  most  parts  of  the  United  States  and 
the  rest  of  the  world. 

Just  what  is  achieved  by  a stay  in  prison 
is  hard  to  determine.  Too  many  factors  are  in- 
volved such  as  the  location  of  the  prison,  the 
type  of  prisoner,  and  the  kinds  of  activities 
carried  on  inside  the  prison  walls,  not  to  men- 
tion the  many,  many  others. 

MUST  UTILIZE  TIME 

In  many  cases  the  prisoners  only  sit  idle 
throughout  their  term,  although  this  is  not  too 
prevalent  today.  A prisoner  must  have  some- 
thing to  do  with  his  time,  such  as  a job,  re- 
creation and  studying. 

This  way  the  inmate  does  not  have  so  much 
free  time  in  which  to  worry  about  what  is  go- 
ing on  in  the  outside  world. 


To  send  lawbreakers  to  prison,  where  they 
are,  forgotten,  is  a hard  thing  for  society  to  do. 
But,  the  prison  term  can  be  a time  for  rehabili- 
tation and  preparing  to  return  to  society;  to 
live  with  their  families — and  live  the  life  of  the 
average  citizen. 

WORK  TOWARD  FREEDOM 

Since  the  lawbreaker  did  not  go  to  prison 
as  a result  of  his  own  free  choice,  but  as  a re- 
sult of  his  actions  in  society,  the  rehabilitation 
period  would  be  a time  during  which  he  could 
plan  and  work  for  his  freedom  in  cooperation 
with  the  prison  and  state  officials. 

Otherwise  the  inmate  quite  often  plans  and 
works  for  his  freedom  individually  ...  or  with 
the  help  of  a few  other  prisoners.  As  a result 
he  usually  returns  to  the  prison  several  times 
throughout  his  life. 

True,  the  prison  term  should  not  be  one 
of  joy  and  happiness,  but  the  prisoner  must 
absolutely  be  helped  to  understand  the  reason 
for  his  being  there  and  to  encourage  him  to  go 
right  after  his  release. 

Almost  anything  would  be  better  than  just 
locking  them  up  and  forgetting  that  they  were 
once  a part  of  society  from  which  they  were 
sent.

Virginia  Sets  Integration  Example 


(ACP)— From  CRITOGRAPH, 
Lynchburg  College,  Lunchburg, 
Virginia: 

Massive  Resistance  has  become 
passive  during  the  events  of  the 
past  two  weeks.  Regardless  of 
how  reluctantly  Virginia  has 
yielded  to  partial  integration  in 
public  schools,  her  action  has 
been  a shining  example  to  the 
world. 

Even  more  noteworthy  is  the 
civilized  behavior  of  the  people 
involved:  especially  the  integrat- 
ed high  school  students.  Not  only 
was  the  advent  of  integration 
taken  without  degrading  demon- 
strations, but,  in  some  instances, 
the  white  students  aided  their 
Negro  classmates  in  adjusting  to 
the  new  surroundings. 

The  rest  of  the  South  is 
shocked  by  the  crumbling  wall 
of  Virginia’s  resistance  plan,  but, 
really,  everyone  knew  it  couldn’t 


long  stand  against  the  battering 
of  supreme  courts  from  both 
within  and  without  the  state. 

The  South’s  first  line  of  Inte- 
gration Defense  has  fallen.  The

Regardless  of  whether  one  is 
an  integrationist,  staunch  segre- 
gationist, or  a neutral  party, 
there  is  no  room  for  complaint 
against  the  action  of  the  Govern- 
or or  the  people  of  this  state.  In 
fact,  the  cause  for  praise  is  un- 
limited.

Asian  and  Mideastern  neu- 
trals are  having  second  thoughts 
about  Communism. 


And  other  nations  in  the  same 
area,  having  long  since  declared 
themselves  against  Communism 
are  redoubling  efforts  to  stamp 
it  out  within  their  own  borders. 


The  second  thoughts  are  the 
direct  results  of  Red  China’s 
ruthless  attempts  to  stamp  out 
the  revolt  in  Tibet  and  have 
been  especially  evident  in  India 
and  Indonesia,  two  states  where 
Khrushchev,  Mao  Tse  Tung  & 
Co.  have  had  their  most  vocal 
apologists. 


The  situation  is  especially  dis- 
tressing for  Premier  Jawaharlal 
Nehru  of  India. 


It  took  many  weeks  for  Nehru 
finally  to  condeihn  Soviet  Rus- 
sia for  its  suppression  of  the 
Hungarian  revolt.  When  at  last 
he  did  take  a stand,  he  explain- 
ed:

I James  T.  Farrell,  author  of 
“Studs  Lonigan,”  will  share  his 
experience  with  students  and  i 
would-be  writers  in  the  assem- 
bly, scheduled  for  10  a.m,  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  Forum  sp'eaker  became 
famous  in  1932  when  his  first 
novel  established  him  as  a not 
able  contemporary  writer.  His 
first  novel  was  followed  by  the 
“Studs  Lonigan”  trilogy  and  the 
“Danny  O’Neill”  series.  Since 
that  time,  the  author  has  writ- 
ten more  than  a score  of  other 
novels  and  books  of  short  stories 
and  criticism. 

Farrell  was  born  in  1904  into 
a working  class  Irish-American 
family  in  the  south  side  of  Chi- 
cago. He  used  the  Chicago  set- 
ting as  background  for  his  Lon- 
igan and  O’Neill  classics. 

As  a youth,  Farrell  excelled 
in  baseball.  His  most  recent  nov- 
el, “My  Baseball  Diary,”  deals 
with  his  experience  with  that 
sport.

Critic  Sees  Vitality  Lacking 
In  Science  Fiction  Comedy

As  a TV  yarn  “Visit  to  a Small 
Planet”  fit  nicely  on  a seventeen- 
inch  screen,  on  Broadway  Cyril 
Ritchard’s  routines  were  inspired 
and  fitfully  funny.  But,  on  the 
Smith  stage  Wednesday  night  the 
vaudevillion  play  lacked  vitality. 

Only  the  diversified  talents  of 
actor  Fred  Adams  sparked  the 
play’s  gimmicks  to  life.  While 
other  less  copetent  actors  (Larry 
Roupe  and  Dick  Walsh)  went  in- 
to various  facial  contortions  and 
contrived  “clicheic”  crutches, 
Fred  wmuld  wink  slyly,  click  his 
heels  in  the  air,  and  “take-off” 
like  a child  turned  loose  in  a toy 
shop. 

He  talked,  danced,  and  sang 
wuth  unretainable  explosions  of 
charm  and  vivacity.  Though  the 
play  went  askew,  Fred  kept  a 
tight  leash  on  the  humor  and 
again  and  again  pulled  it  out  of 
boredom. 

With  a medley  of  stirring 
songs  and  pat  phrases,  Fred 
reached  his  peak,  as  he  tried  to 
arouse  the  emotions  of  Conrad, 
in  a scene- that  gave  him  ample 
opportunity  to  display  his  comic 
art. 


Diana  Markham,  as  the  love- 
loving  art  appreciation  major, 
added  freshness  and  warmth  to 
the  play.  She  nearly  stole  the 
show  with  her  recitation  of  the 
telephone  booth  incident. 

Doyle  Schiffman  seemed  just 
right  as  an  ordinary-looking 
youth.  As  Conrad,  Doyle  added 
considerably  to  the  fun-making 
with  his  account  of  how  Mr. 
Spelding  (Paul  Anderson)  tried 
to  kill  him. 

Even  with  all  these  fine  con- 
tributions there  were  times  when 
the  routines  were  dull  and  the 
actors  anticipated  the  humor  and 
spoiled  it.  The  game  of  war  was 
uninspired  to  say  the  least. 

The  satire  of  television  was 
almost  lost  by  the  overacting  of 
Anderson  and  Roupe.  And  some- 
how it  seemed  out  of  place  with 
the  polished  playing  of  Adams.

After  observing  the  two  basketball  tournaments  recently 
staged  in  the  George  Albert  Smith  Fieldhouse,  I can’t  help  but 
feel  some  pangs  of  regret  over  the  way  the  All-State  and  Alf 
Church  teams  are  picked  and  what  they  really  represent. 

Seems  to  me  that  what  the  Class  B tourney  officials 
meant  to  say  was  “All-Tournament”  team,  not  “All-State” 
team.  To  presume  that  all  the  best  players  in  the  state  are 
...  on  championship  teams  which  make  the  tournament  is  a 
little  unrealistic. 

Also  it  seems  a little  less  than  logical  to  only  consider 
players  on  the  teams  that  show  up  well  in  the  tournament  and 
advance  to  the  final  rounds  of  play.  A player  could  be  out- 
standing all  season  long  and  spearhead  his  team  into  the  tour- 
ney. Then  his  team  may  meet  a really  good  team  with  more 
than  one  good  man  and  be  knocked  out  of  play.  Isn’t  this  type 
of  honorary  selection  a matter  of  individuals  not  team  perform'

I think  it  should  be.  But,  I would  never  concede  the  point 
that  the  “dream  team”  should  be  termed  an  All-State  team 
in  the  first  place.  To  me  this  means  that  every  Class  B 
ballplayer  should  be  considered.  This  practice  seems  to  be 
outdated.

Also,  the  fact  that  a man  can  have  an  average  season  and 
be  “hot”  in  the  few  games  of  a tournament  should  be  consider- 
ed. Does  such  a man  deserve  to  be  All-State  or  merely  honored 
for  his  performance  during  the  tournament?  I’m  inclined  to 
think  the  latter,  but  under  the  present  system  he  is  made  All- 
State  with  little  thought  given  his  overall  season  record.

If  this  is  the  case  why  not  drop  this  artificial  and  im- 
practical attempt  to  measure  a player’s  ability  as  larger 
states  such  as  California,  New  York,  and  others  have  done. 


The  same  problem  is  even  more  evident  in  the  M-Men 
tournament.  The  M-Men  officials  do  a poorer  job  than  the  high 
school  roundball  supervisors  in  passing  out  post-tournament 
honors. 


For  the  last  two  years  the  All-Church  selections  have  come 
from  the  teams  which  reach  the  final  round  of  games.  In  the 
w^orld’s  largest  basketball  league  it  seems  somewhat  hard  to 
believe  that  the  ten  selected  are  always  more  than  arbitrary 
and  handy  choices.  But,  why  not  just  term  the  selections  “All- 
Tournament.” 


More  than  likely  many  teams  have  had  some  possible  “All- 
Church”  ballplayers,  but  don’t  win  their  divisions.  There  seems 
to  be  some  real  doubt,  too,  about  whether  the  All-Church  teams 
selected  in  past  years  even  are  truly  All-Tournament  teams,  let 
alone  All-Church. 


With  players  of  the  caliber  of  Bill  True  and  Harold 


Christensen,  along  with  several  other  All-Tournament  pos- 
sibilities whose  squads  didn’t  survive  the  weeklong  elimina- 


tion series,  it  seems  that  at  least  one  of  them  should  be 
designated  as  All-Church  if  not  All-Tournament  for  his 
play  throughout  the  season  as  well  as  in  the  tournament.

Two  sophomore  infielders, 
Danny  Moore  and  Carl  Clayton, 
looked  really  fine  on  defense, 
making  some  fine  stops.  Veteran 
outfielder  Mac  Madsen  also 
played  an  excellent  game,  ac 
cording  to  Van  Noy.  The  subs 
played  most  of  tht  game  for 
BYU. 

Not  counting  yesterday’s  con- 
test the  Cats  have  an  excellent 
seasonal  record  of  6-3.  All  these 
games  were  played  on  their 
earlier  tour  of  southern  Califor 
nia. 

Coach  Van  Noy  will  probab- 
ly go  with  big  Jack  Cravens  in 
the  nine-inning  opener  Satur- 
day. Cravens  won  two  and  lost 
one  on  the  tour.  His  last  two 
efforts  were  each  seven  inning 
stints  in  which  he  was  more 
effective  than  he  was  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  season 


Van  Noy  isn’t  sure  who  he’ll 
start  in  his  squad  which  is  laden 
with  depth  and  talent.  He  can 
put  an  all  two-year  letterman 
otufield  on  the  diamond  for  the 
Cats,  composed  of  Mac  Madsen, 
Cornell  Taylor  and  Leon  Moyes. 

Madsen  was  a tower  of 
strength  for  the  Cougars  on  their 
southern  tour.  He  batted  more 
times  than  anyone  else  on  the 
squad,  37,  and  had  an  average 
of  .351,  He  also  scored  nine  runs 
for  the  BYU  cause  and  stole  four 
bases.
